Urges Public Know 
Govt. Function 

Every Canadian should have a 
general knowledge of how the 
government operates, because ev¬ 
ery Canadian of voting age has 
the opportunity of taking a hand 
in running the country. The Can¬ 
adian Chamber of Commerce de¬ 
clares in'a new publication “Know 
Your Government." 

“The function of government is 
reaching deeper and deeper into 
our lives everv year," the chamb¬ 
er publication says. 'The work of 
government gets more complicat¬ 
ed every day. But there are a 
few fundamental facts about our 
political way of doing things which 
still remain true, and they are 
worth reviewing now and again.” 

The booklet "Know Yodr Gov¬ 
ernment” ccvcrs some of these 
facts in broad outline, dealing 
with the Canadian Constitution, 
relations between the Dominion 
and the Provinces, the functions 
the Courts. The duties of the 
Governor General, the Senate and 
the House of Commons are ex¬ 
amined, and the machinery of 
passing a law. A short outline of 
the work of the various govern¬ 
ment departments is given, and a 
orief survey of provincial and lo¬ 
cal governments Lists of Cabinet 
members, and members of the 
House of Commons and the Sen¬ 
ate are also included. 

In announcing publication of the 
booklet, the President of the Can- 
adaln Chamber, Robert A. Bryce, 
commented: “The strongest pro¬ 
tection for democracy is an In¬ 
formed electorate. The voters 
must be Informed on the issues of 
the day, but equally important, 
they should understand how the 
democratic machinery of govern¬ 
ment works. The Canadian Cham¬ 
ber is trying with this booklet, to 
provide a popular, short outline 
of Canada's governmental process¬ 
es. There are, of course, some ex¬ 
cellent scholarly studies in this 
field, but not, we believe, enough 
works suitable for wide popular 
distribution. We hope that 'Know 
Your Government’ will stimulate 
wider Interest in how democratic 
government works in this coun¬ 
try".

33 Teachers Discuss Problems 


Bt^v Valley Teachers Hold 
First Meeting At Cluny 


The Teachers' Institute of Bow 
Valley School Division held its 
first meeting of tKe~tWm in the 
Cluny High School on Saturday, 
Sept. 16, with 33 teachers present 
from Milo, Queenstown, Arro- 
wood, Gleichen, Cluny, Hussar, 
Chancellor, Jeanne d'Arc, Fairy- 
sale and Siew Lake. 

These meetings are held every 
two months and give teachers a 
chance to become acquainted, to 
ta'k over their various problems 
and to find out how others are 
managing. 

The meeting was called to or¬ 
der by Roy Eyres, principal of 
Arrowwood. After greeting the 
new teachers, Institute officers 
were elected for 1950-51. Presi¬ 
dent, R. Eyres; Vice-Pres., R. W. 
Blick, Gleichen; Sec.-Treas., Mrs. 
E. Collier, Cluny; Publicity direct¬ 
or, Mrs. G. Schierholtz, Gleichen, 
with E. Eyres and L. Inman, of 
Cluny. 

Three fall track meets will be 
held at Hussar, Gleichen and Ar- 
rowwc-ixi and the men will meet 
th's week to set the date. 

Educational Standards 

Various teacher problem were 
discussed, and the objections to 
the lowering of the standards 
were unanimous. One teacher said 
that 'businessmen are out of 
patience with the present system, 
as -they claim that young men and 
women come into their offices and 
stores whose writing, spelling and 
arithmetic is so poor they are 
handicapped for jobs in the busi¬ 
ness world. Some agreed, others 
thought that the modern child 
knows as much of the three R’s 
as his fathers. After a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion, the meeting decided to 
thoroughly discuss the curriculum 
and present standards at a future 
meeting. 

Discus* Enterprise Projects 

In the afternoon, the elementary 
teachers met in a group with 
Superintendent O. P. Larson of 
Brooks as chairman, Mis. E. _ 
Eyres of Arrowwood as consult¬ 
ant and Miss M. Serle, Cluny, re¬ 
corder. Enterprise was discussed at 
length, many of the teachers pro¬ 
testing that it is very hard work 
to plan a good enterprise because 
of lack of reference books, and 
harder work to get the children 
to look up the facts needed, and 
then write it down in concrete 
form in their own words. These 
teachers claimed that too much 
confusion results and that with 
more text books and a less flex¬ 
ible timetable. more teaching 
could be accomp'Lshed in the same 
time. 

Others felt that the enterprise 
is the answer to many of the 
problems of education and that if 
teachers would forget their fear, 
of it, and follow the outlines in 
the curriculum, they would find 
it easy to do and obtain good re¬ 
sults. 

The Junior High School and 
High School teachers met with R. 
Collier, Cluny, as chairman, F. 
Betton. Cluny, consultant . and 
Miss J. Conaty, Arrowwood, re¬ 
corder. There was general discus¬ 
sion of the new courses and the 
new proposed Social Studies 
course in High School. The ob¬ 
jectives of the program of studies 
for Junior High were discussed 
and plans made for comparison of 
the new Science course as com¬ 
pared with the old course. 

Teachers’ Obligations 

Following the Institute meet¬ 
ing. the AT.A. Local met, with 
L. Inman presiding and J. Siskd, 
secretary. The matter of teachers 
honoring contracts was discussed 
at length, as one teacher from an¬ 
other province accepted a school 
in the division this summer, Ar¬ 
rived just, betore school opened, 
decided >he did not l'ke the dist¬ 
rict or the people and' left the 
morning school opened. The school; 
a good one. on gravel, close to a 
town, was left without a teacher 
and too late to get another one. 
It was unanimously decided that 
the meeting go on record as feel¬ 
ing that teachers have a standard 
of oonduct to live up to, and such 
actions savor dishonesty and the 
party in question should be dis- 
• c'plined. 

Just how to do that, is the 
problem, as the teacher, does not 
belong to the AT.A. never hav¬ 
ing taught 'n Alberta. The mat¬ 
ter will be referred to the AT.A. 
officials in Edmontcn.

Farm Storage ai G.-dn 
Western Canada will harvest a 
big grain crop in 1950. This meatus, 
of course, that large quantities of 
grain will have to be stored on farms 
this fall and winter. Cureful pre¬ 
paration should be made immedi¬ 
ately, therefore, before the grain is 
harvested and stored, to see to it 
thilt farm granaries and bins are in 
first - class condition — rain-proof, 
elean, and free iroin accumulations 
of old grain and feed. • 

Thieves oj Stored Grain. Insects, 
fungi (molds), and rats are the great 
thieves of stored grain. In Western 
Canada, however, the greatest dan¬ 
gers to stored grain are moisture 
and insects. Grain that is clean, dry 
and cool is not subject to insect 
damage or spoilage. To keep well, 
grain must be dry- 
Storage Precautions. Here ure 
some important precautions to ob¬ 
serve in preparing -farm granaries 
and bins for the 1950 crop. (1) 
Repair leaky roofs, windows ami 
doors to exclude rain and snow. (2) 
Clean walls and floors thoroughly. 
Sweep the floor with damp sawdust, 
and then sprinkle a little hydrated 
lime over it. This should be swept 
around to fill all cracks. (3) Don't 
forget that a wooden floor, construc¬ 
ted so as to provide ample air space 
between the floor and the ground, 
is “Safety Item No. 1” in a farm 
granary. (4) If the floor is concrete, 
cover with moisture-proof paper. 
This will -help to reduce possible 
moisture damage. (5) Don’t fill the 
granary too full. Be sure and leave 
enough space between the grain and 
the roof to provide good ventilation. 

Basic Rules. The basic rule for 
storing grain on the- farm to prevent 
damage, particularly from insects, is 
to keep the grain cool, dr y, nnd -ftvv 
of broken kernels. Carrying out 
this rule, and practising simple 
cleanliness in moving and storing 
grain, will go a long. way toward 
eliminating farm storage losses in 
Western Canada this fall and winter. 
If an important grain storage; prob¬ 
lem develops on your farm this 
year, seek advice at once from the 
fetored Products Insect Laboratory, 
Winnipeg..

' Canadians are being warned that, as a result of 
the Korean affair and preparations for defence gen¬ 
erally, including the cost of setting up a Dominion¬ 
wide organization to meet a possible atom bomb at¬ 
tack, taxes are going to be higher next year. The 
warning is timely. 

In the Abbot Budget for 1950-51 brought down 
at the last session of Parliament, the sum of $425,000, 
000 was voted for defence. This was the largest peace¬ 
time Budget in Canada’s history. On top of this we are 
now contracting further calls upon the Exchequer to 
meet the Korean brigade requirements and for expan¬ 
sion of the reserve units and training equipment which 
will amount to around $150,000,000, making a total 
for the year of $575,000,000. 

But that is only the beginning. Thoroughly alarm¬ 
ed, the free nations of the world are banding them¬ 
selves together to be prepared to meet Communist 
threats against the peace in other sectors. Korea is 
the warning in that regard. Meeting such threats is 
costly business. Then we must go much further than 
that. Russia, unless she changes her attitude towards 
the rest of the world entirely, is heading us into war, 
the ideological war which her leaders seem determined 
to force unless all the rest of the nations knuckle 
down and do her bidding. 

It would be no surprise if next year Canada were to 
be faced with a billion dollar defence program. That 
would bring our annual Federal Budget for all purp¬ 
oses up to three bililons. 

And that can only be met by higher taxes: 

It is a sad commentary on the state of affairs 
five years after the end of the Second Great War 
that we should be forced into such a position by a 
country which was our former ally. But that is the 
situation, and it cannot be met this time as we did 
during the rise of Hitler as a world threat—by burying 
our heads in the sands and refusing to believe the 
evidence before our eyes. The Second Great War cost 
Canada bilions of dollars during the six years of its 
duration. We entered the war with a national debt of 
some sixteen billions which we have reduced now to 
about twelve billions. But during the war we were 
paying very high taxes and making great loans to 
the Government to meet- the cost of fighting the war. 
We met nearly half the cost of the war as it went 
along out of high taxes, and we loaned the rest of the 
money needed to the Government. On the average the 
cost was probably around four to five billions a year, 
half of which came out of taxes. 

In wartime taxes to meet the cost of the war 
as it wont along were around $2,500,000,000 a year, 
should Canadians be too reluctant to face a cost of a 
billion dollars a year to prepare ourselves so that Rus¬ 
sia may decide that she had better change her attitude 
and accept United Nations at its face value? Uncle 
Sam is planning to add anything from 10 to 50 bil¬ 
lions to her defepce budget in the next year. Can Can¬ 
ada expect to sit back and do little or nothing? 

It would be well if the Canadian people were to 
ponder the situation which confronts us in a manner 
truly realistic. If we do, and if we should face a billion 
dollar defence budget next year, we will not be caught 
unawares. It would seem that the price of freedom 
and liberty comes high when there are still dictators 
ill the saddle as is the case in Russia.
